Officer Staley took the stand to tell 
of his troubles in getting Chapman 
into the police car in front of the 
restaurant.

Moorish Bodyguards 
At the entranc, by the way, were 
two of the generalissimo's famous 
Moorish mounted bodyguards which 
have 
caused 
considerable 
h eart­ 
burnings in some quarters because 
many Spaniards do not like the 
Moors. These fellows were sitting 
proudly on their horses like statues, 
with spiked steel helm ets blazing in 
the sun through the tops of their 
turbans, and lances erect against 
their stirrups. 
I soon discovered th a t Franco's 
mind works swiftly and th a t he 
seems very sure cf himself. You 
hear it said that he has no nerves. 
Be that as it may, I w;is struck by 
the calmness 
and affability 
with 
which he received and answered the 
more than blunt questions I put to 
him. Nine men out of ten would 
have become angry at the nature of 
my inquiries, but if he was a n ­ 
noyed he certainly did not .show it 
The chief of state also looks so 
very fit physically in his military 
ujuiform at the age of 55 that he 
might easily be m istaken for 45. 
This probably is partly a heritage 
of his vigorous African campaigns 
as a young officer—service which 
brought him a brigadier generalship 
at the age of 34. Another reason for 
his physical well being may be th a t 
he is said to be a light eater and 
does not use tobacco or alcohol. 
Family in Background 
The generalisiimo is an indefatig­ 
able worker and spends long hours in 
his office. Beyond Ills work he is 
devoted to his familv, and Ills pub­ 
lic appearances are limited.

What a world of trouble and un­ 
happiness is traceable to just com­ 
mon, everyday indifference. Had the 
world not been so indifferent no 
Hitler or Mussolini could ever have 
caused the terror and devastation 
each did. 
Indifference is at the bottom of 
all bad government. It is the favorite 
medium of the complainer who does 
nothing about his complaint. It is 
indifference that keeps Christianity 
from enveloping the world and com­ 
pleting the ideal of the brotherhood 
of man, and of “Peace on Earth, 
Good Will toward Men.” 
It is indifference that creates the 
poor student and 
the mediocre 
worker. The pioneer, the inventor, 
the dreamer of big dreams, and the 
unselfish worker for civic betterment 
and a “more abundant life," all have 
to hurdle the indifference of people 
before they can gat essential sup­ 
port.

Speaking on the subject, "Tile j 
Future of the Canning Industry and 
Grower Activities Which Can Aid in 
Developing 
a 
Permanent Indus­ 
try,” Mr. Knouse said that the in- i 
dustry will make a determined ef­ 
fort to maintain production at the 
expanded levels of 1941 to 1945 pro­ 
duction. 
I f you will examine the record 
of production of World War II, you 
will find that production never tell 
below the World War I level, but 
continued to expand slov/ly all the 
intervening years between World 
War I and World War II, and we 
have about the same percentage ol 
increase in volume in World War 
II as in World War I,*’ Mr. Knouse 
said. “The expansion will not be 
confined to as limited a number of I 
fruit products as we had from 1918 
to 1940.” he continued. “In fact, just 
before the war years, the industry s 
was embarking on a program of ex­ 
panded uses of fruit for processing.’’ 
In discussing the objectives of the 
canning industry, separately, Mr. 
Knouse said: 
War Developments 
“Frist, I would like to point out 
the fact that it is very difficult to 
spell out just exactly what is in 
store for us in the future, but if we 
approach the future with the aid of 
research, in which we carefully ex­ 
plore every avenue of production and 
distribution, I am confident the in­ 
dustry will move forward in an or­ 
derly fashion. 
"During the war years, our ex­ 
pansion was on a very abnormal 
basts and, in order to maintain tile 
level of production, we must Im­ 
mediately set out to eliminate the 
evils which have crept into our pro­ 
duction, when the goal for the war 
years was production at any cost. 
On the other hand, these periods of 
emergency always have the effect 
of causing great forward strides if 
we take advantage of them. 
"I would first like to discuss Ef­ 
ficiency. Undoubtedly we will have 
a scarcity of labor for some time; 
also wages have reached a new high 
and will probably get higher, on your 
farms and in our factories. We must, 
therefore, meet this situation by 
getting the most efficient use of 
manpower by adding new labor­ 
saving devices, eliminating all over­ 
lapping and unnecessary handling, 
as well as waste of time and mater­ 
ials. I am sure much can be done 
on this subject and would like to 
discuss it in more detail if time 
would permit. One of the ultimate 
goals we must aim for is to meet 
tile higher wage costs wtihout pass- j 
mg all of it on to tile consumer and 
there is no way to do this, except 
by increased produetion in the fac­ 
tories and higher production per 
acre on the farms, and by tile elim­ 
ination of waste. 
Scope Extended 
“Sanitation. You will recall the I 
subject of sanitation was taking 
shape just before the war. At that 
time it was centered on raw pro­ 
ducts coming to the processors. Now 
it includes sanitation of employes, 
factory floors, buildings, production 
lines, waste disposal systems, and 
stream pollution. We all criticize 
thesd trends severely, but if we 
want to be honest with the subject, 
we must admit it is constructive in 
its aim. I am sure it will have far­ 
reaching effects in creating consum­ 
er confidence. It was not so many 
years ago that we had little confi­ 
dence in the cleanliness and purity 
of milk. Today we consume it in 
large quantities with confidence and 
pleasure. Fruits offered from our 
farms will have to be practically free 
from worm and decay, as I am posi­ 
tively sure that the drive of the Pure 


Food Department Is ready for the j 
push. 
“We owe much thanks to the re­ 
search departments of our colleges I 
aud chemical companies for having 
developed 
spray materials which 
will assist growers to eliminate the 
wormy fruit. I believe that any fruit 
grower who dots not produce rea­ 
sonably worm-free fruit will have 
lots of grief in marketing same. The 
rots can be pretty well eliminated 
by careful management. Decayed 
apples never did have any real value, 
but now they have a tremendous 
nuisance value and must be elim­ 
inated at the orchard. 
Frozen Food Expansion 
“Improvement of Qua l i t y . The 
processing industry has put on a 
vigorous campaign to raise the qual­ 
ity of its products and retain their 
food value. Tile hot processes arc 
being revamped to give the consumer 
the sealed-in freshness of the fruit 
at its origin. The freezing of fruits 
has been growing by leaps and 
bounds. Some fruits lend themselves 
to freezing better than others. Dur­ 
ing the emergency period the ex­ 
pansion of the frozen food field was 
abnormal due to the shortage of 
tin, and the quantity of dehydrated 
foods was expanded beyond normal 
for the same reason. There will be 
considerable shrinkage of the de­ 
hydrated product and some of the 
frozen fruit. Others will continue to 
expand and the whole frozen food 
field will have tremendous expansion. 
However, it will take time to de­ 
velop handling facilities to make 
the distribution effective. 
"Up to 1938. the only apple pro­ 
ducts offered by processors were: 
Cider 
Vinegar, 
Canned 
Apples. 
Apple Sauce, Apple Butter 
and 
Dried Apples. Many attempts were 
made to produce Apple Juice for 
beverage purposes, but they were 
largely unsuccessful. During the last 
several years, the consumer demand 
for juices of all kinds has been de­ 
veloped, and apple Juice has come 
into its share of this volume. There 
is still a wide range of quality be­ 
tween the poorest and the best, but 
some really good Juices are on the 
market.

advances equal to apples. Percent­ 
age-wise it is about twice the com­ 
bination of ail other fruits. Others 
on your program, I believe, will dis­ 
cuss the merchandising of fresh 
fruit. I will, therefore, pass this 
subject with the warning: Watch 
your grades and packages. Both will 
be very 
important. Already our 
large distributing organizations have 
made their plans for very vigorous 
sales programs. 


“Processor-Grower Relations. We 
cannot take this subject too aer- J 
longly. We are each part of a great 
industry and we must build to­ 
gether. We must acquaint each other 
with our problems and assume our 
full responsibility to the industry. 
Your job is to manage the orchards, 
grow the varieties and grades of 
fruit the consumer wants, and have 
it prepared for marketing through 
fresh fruit channels or through the 
processor. The consumer is the boss 
and it will be good business to keep 
this constantly before us. We are 
heading into keen competition in 
the future, but I am sure that, if 
each segment of the Industry does 
its part, we have profitable years 


ahead of us. I am sure that apple.* 
Hie in a strong position and will 
continue to be so for some time.”

However, there are cer­ 
tain basic principles which apply 
generally, regardless of w hat kind of 
plant is to be pruned. 
For exam ple, m ost early flowering
